[This  supplies  the  missing  name  in  Royal  Descent  No.  1.] 
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A  pedigree  of  Bower  of  Claremont  was  to  have  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  proposed  edition  of  Burke's  British 
Families ,  but  that  publication  now  being  abandon¬ 
ed,  perhaps  a  record  of  the  family  may  be  welcome  to 
its  members,  and  as  a  modest  contribution  to  Wilts  and 
Dorset  genealogy,  not  unacceptable  elsewhere. 

I  have  thought  it  better  to  ignore  the  earlier  genera¬ 
tions  as  set  forth  in  the  Egerton  MS.  1075  Brit.  Mus. 
which,  starting  with  the  usual  contemporary  of  the  Con¬ 
queror,  embraces  at  least  three  separate  and  distinct  fam¬ 
ilies  in  a  desperate  effort  at  continuity,  and  finally  places 
itself  out  of  court  by  naming  our  first  John  of  Shaftes¬ 
bury  (born  c.  1400)  as  grandson  of  a  certain  Bichard 
Boure  or  atte  Berghe,  who  was  certainly  well  under  age 
in  1396. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Ethel  Stokes,  Mr. 
B.  M.'Glencross  and  Mr.  G.  T.  Sherwood  for  the  valuable 
assistance  they  have  rendered,  also  to  Mr.  A.  Butter  Bay- 
ley  for  much  information  regarding  the  Bristol  branch  of 
the  family,  and  to  Rev.  B.  Grosvenor  Bartelot  for  a  never 
ending  stream  of  references  from  original  sources.

1G71  Lie  brought  suit  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  against 
Bichard  Kirtou,  “  hellier  for  non-fulfilment  of  a  con¬ 
tract  for  repairs  and  additions  to  his  inn  at  Ludwell, 
called  “the  Talbot,”  and  iu  1705  he  was  defendant  in 
_  another  suit  v.  Thomas  Bunter,  concerning  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  certain  leaseholds  in  Donhead.  In  1700  he 
and  liis  wife  Anne  lodged  a  bill  in  the  same  Court 
against  John  Edwards  and  Joan  his  wife  for  an  ac¬ 
counting  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  lied  man  of  West 
Parley,  Dorset,  deed.,  and  another  bill  in  1703  v.  Da¬ 
vid  Reeks  and  Jane  his  wife  dealing  with  the  same 
question.
